SENATOR OWEN’S GAG BILL. 


The assault on the freedom of the press ¢m- 

bodied im the bil! introduced in the United States 
Senate by Senator Owen of Oklahoma is so ¢€r- 
treme and threatening that we cannot believe Con- 
gress will give serious attention to it Yet the 
assault is so serious and is so significaat of this 
era of regulation, repression and suppression that 
ought to have attention. 
In brief, the bill requires newspapers to publish a 
sworn affidavit denying, correcting pr explaining 
any statement made in the newspapers containing a. 
specific reference by name to any person or per-| 
sons. whether natural or artificial. For refusing to 
publish such an affidavit, the penalty is denial of 
the mailing privilege to the newspaper. and the sole 
judge of the offense is the Postmaster-General, who 
is given arbitrary power to bar the newspaper. 

It is a rule of fairness observed by reputable) 
newspapers in the case of persons whose names are 
involved in charges of misconduct, unless they are|

THE IMPOTENCY OF OUR COURTS. 
Three years ago today Eris Pillow. a negro bank 
messenger, was assaulted and robbed. James H 
Hogan was arrested a short time afterwards. Not 
far from where Hogan was arrested policemen 
found Pillow’'s with some contents 
in the c@llar of a vacant house. Later in the da) 
at a police station, Pillow identified Hogan. 
the words “That is the man who the 
over my head.’ Tight-lipped Hogan didnt spt. 

Various efforts were made. by inducement aud@ 
intimidation. to get Pillow to retract identi- 
fication. The negro refused. His life was threat- 
ened. The threat was carried out. A little more 
than a month after the robbery—to be exact. on 
the night of May §, 1921—Eris Pillow was shot 
to death in front of his home. His murderers have 
caught. 

After almost a year’s delay Hogan was brought 
to trial on the robbery charge in Judge Brewers 
court at Union. Mo. He was found guiltY and 
tenced to 15 years in the penitentiary on March 16 
1922. His attorners appealed and Hogan continued 
at liberty on bond. Finally, on June 13, 1923, the 
Supreme Court reversed the conviction of Hogan 
The reversal was based on testimony improperir

“Of course I am immensely 
pleased. The Governor told me I 
had been recommended by the 
other commissioners, which is 
very gratifying.” 

Chairman Edwards said that for 
the present Miss Bobb’s position 
as executive clerk, paying $200 a 
month, will not be filled, the ex- 
pectation being that for the pres- 
ent she will act as commissioner 
and continue to handle her former 
duties, at least by a direction.

In point of service Miss Bobb is 
the oldest, except one, of employes 
in the Election Commissioners’ of- 
fice.

Philadelphia’s Gangs 
ere Driven Out in 
Three Months 


ENERAL SMEDLEY D. 
BUTLER, of the U. S. Ma- 


rines, took the job of cleansing 
Philadelphia of gangs and started 
out by telling politicians and bosses 
to “go to hell.” 

He found the gangsters protected 
by crooked politicia ns and machine 
bosses. He found policemen graft- 
ing, a wide-open tenderloin, organ- 
ized gangsters, bootleggers and 
dope peddler s, and a filthy network 
in which all forms of crime and vice 
flourished. 


His first move was to tell the police 
that he — not politicians, ward 
bosses or machine members — 
would run the department, and that 
he expected real action from the 


police. 

It took him three months to clean 
up Philadelphia—a city of 2,000,000 
population with 5000 police. The 
Sunday Post-Dispatch tells what a 
staff correspondent learned about 
Gen. Butler and his methods.

Let Children CRatie 
Their School Lunches 


k the children are interested in 
their own school lunches and 
are taught how to pack them, 
they will not only take this task 
off the mother’s hands, but help to 
suggest foods which give the nec- 
essary variety for a well-balanced 
diet. Children should be taught 
to prepare sandwiches well and to 
pack them neatly in waxed paper 
so they will neither fall to pieces 
nor dry out before they are to be 
eaten. An occasional! discussion of 
foods Sutiable for the school lunch 
will lead to surprisingly good sug- 
gestions from the children them- 
selves, as to what they like to 
have, or what other children bring. 
The United Siates Depariment of 
Agriculture has a bulletin on this 
subject. . 
In packing the lunch basket 
every precaution should be taken 
to keep the foods ciean and in 
good condition.
